BERLIN, May 20.— Herr Gustav 
Boess, Lord Mayor of Berlin, to- 
day was removed from office by a 
disciplinary court. 

Boes was involved last year in 
the so-called Sklarek scandal.

lin. Boess was accused of having 
failed to exercise the necessary 
control over the affairs of the city 
and also with having acted in a 
manner derogatory to the dignity 
of his office.

Following is the schedule by 
which points were to be awarded 
as set out on the card: Church 
affiliations, 2; observance of the 
Sabbath, 2; home life, 2; kind of 
company he keeps, 2; lodge mem- 
bership, 2; good looks, 5; public 
speaking ability, 10; intellectual 
and educational qualifications, 10; 
civic or official record, 15; prohi- 
bition sentiment and practice, 60. 

In forwarding the card to the 
national officers of the Anti-Saloon 
League, Dawes wrote: 

“This has been copyrighted in 
order to protect the rights of the 
league in the publication. These 
can be furnished, postage prepaid, 
for $2.50 per thousand. This 
method of judging candidates will 
be much more satisfactory than 
the old method of questionnaires 
and letters, and vague indefinite 
replies. These score cards should 
be used in large numbers by peo- 
ple of the country in regard to 
their county officers, who are, at 
the present time, among the most 
important officers that we have 
in the matter of the enforcement 
of the prohibition law.“ 

Comments on Score Card. 

As Blaine read off the items on 
the score card“ he commented 
sarcastically on the comparison be- 
tween the number of points as- 
signed for home life and educa- 
tional attainments, and the num- 
ber assigned for prohibition senti- 
ments and practice. 

„Tell me, Mr. McBride,” he said, 
“how you would score the candi- 
date if his 83 sentiments 
did hot agree with his prohibition 
practice? If he shouted dry and 
drank wet, would you only give 
him 25 points instead of 50?“ 

McBride, who had continually 
endeavored to interrupt Blaine's 
reading ot the card. protested that 
it never had been adopted by the 
natlonal organization of the league. 

“You must be pretty hard put for 
something this morning to take up 
the time of the committee with a 
card that never was used, so far as 
I know.“ he said.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, May 20. 
—The Graf Zeppelin, reporting its 
position about 400 miles southwest 
of Cadiz this afternoon, wire- 
lessed its home port that it was 
proceeding in the direction of Ma- 
deira to avoid a storm threat near 
the Canaries and to pick up favor- 
able trade winds more quickly. 
The Graf reported that contrary 


“} winds were slightly slowing down 


its progress. The island of Madeira 
is about 200 miles due north of 
the Canaries.

LAS PALMAS, Canary Islands, 
May 20.—The dirigible Graf Zep- 
pelin. bound for Brazil from 
Spain, was ‘sighied by several 
steamships this afternoon at a 
point about midway between the 
Spanish coast and the Canary 
Islacds. 

The steamship Asturias reported 
sighting the huge craft late this 
afternoon at a point about 325 
miles northeast of the Canary 
Islands. The Graf was then mak- 
ing a speed of about 50 miles an 
hour. Several hours earlier the 
steamer Antonio Delfino was in 
communtcation with the Graf, 
which reported that all was well 
aboard.

CADIZ, Spain, May 20.—The 
Graf Zeppelin bade farewell to 
Spain and the old world at 9.45 
a. m. (3:45 a. m. St. Louis time) 
today when the America-bound 
airship passed out to sea aiter 
flying over this port.

Departure From Seville Delayed 
More Than an Hour.

SEVILLE, Spain, May 20.— Re- 
tracing the course of the Spanish 
conquistadores of four centuries 
ago, the Graf Zeppelin left the air- 
port here at 8:30 a. m. today on a 
3750-mile journey to Pernambuco 
and Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. 

The departure was more than an 
hour delayed from the 7:15 a. m. 
starting time which had been set 
originally. It had been hoped to 
get the ship away shortly after 
dawn and thus eliminate taking 
into the air in the intense heat 
which develops here later in the 
day. 

The dirigible circled the airport 
twice, and then headed due west 
toward the Atlantic coast, where it 
began its sixth trans-Atlantic cross- 
ing and took up probably the most 
dangerous leg of its 18,000-mile 
journey from Friedrichshafen to 
Seville, to Brazil, Havana, Lake- 
hurst, N. J., and back to Fried- 
richshafen. 

Aboard it were 19 passengers, in- 
cluding an American woman, Mrs. 


Orleans, a cousin of the 
King of Spain, and Col, Emilio 
Herrera, one of the heads of the 
Spanish military vir service. 

Passengers arrived atthe Tablada 
airport, where the Zeppelin was 
moored to a specially-constructed 
mast, early from their hotels, where 
they had gone directly after the 
craft’s arrival at 6:40 p. m. yes- 
terday from Friedrichshafen. Six 
of the 22 passengers who came 
here from Germany were left be- 
hind today, three new passengers 
being taken instead.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Pros- 
pects that the Hawley-Smoot tar- 
iff will become law were vastly en- 
hanced yesterday, when the Sen- 
ate, on two close roll calls, virtu- 
ally voted to recede from its stand 
in behalf of the debenture and 
flexible provisions, against which 
President Hoover and the House 
are definitely committed. THe ac- 
tion probably means the elimina- 
tion of the debenture, and defeat 
or drastic modification of the flex- 
ible clause, 

Had the Senate insisted on re- 
taining either of the provisions, it 
would either have produced a 
deadlock with the House that 
would have prevented the bill from 
reaching the President, or it would 
have furnished him with sub- 
stantial ground for vetoing it. 

The measure now returns to 
conference, where the conferees 


representing the two houses will 
resume their efforts to agree on 
those two proposals and six others 
that remain in dispute. The Re- 
publican Senate conferees, Sena- 
tors Smoot, Watson and Short- 
ridge, all three voted against the 
debenture and flexible provisions 
originally, although they protested 
yesterday that they would con- 
tinue their efforts to persuade the 
House conferees to accept them.

dreds of sweeping increases pro- 
posed in the present bill had in- 
spired a belief that he would wel- 
come retention of the debenture 
or flexible provisions, as affording 
him an opportunity to veto the 
measure. As evidence of wide- 
spread dissatisfaction which con- 
tinues to accumulate, this belief 
increased. 

Yesterday's events seemed def- 
initely to dispose of that notion, 
however. Strenuous efforts were 
made by administration leaders to 
muster majorities on the question 
of yielding on the debenture and 
flexible provisions, efforts remi- 
niscent of those recently put forth 
in the unsuccessful struggle to 
confirm Judge John J. Parker for 
the Supreme Court. Every ayail- 
able vote was rounded up. 

There was every indication that 
the administration was determined 
to eliminate the debenture and 
flexible items, in order that the 
President might sign the bill. Re- 
publican leader feel, it was learned, 
that prestige of the party and the 
administration would be seriously 
impaired, if all the tariff labors of 
the last 18 months failed to pro- 
duce anything.

the general public, powerful in- 
terests that will profit from the

Finally, it is realized that the 
death of the present bill probably 
would result in the introduction 
of a new bill at the opening of the 
next Congress. That would pro- 
long the tariff battle to the very 
eve of the next presidential elec- 
tion. Although administration 
leaders are aware that enactment 
of the Hawley-Smoot “billion dol- 
lar bill,” is likely to have bitter 
political consequences, they seem to 
prefer to suffer those consequences 
this year rather than to face them 
in a presidential eiection year. 

Reckoning all these factors, it 
appears that the adminis- 
tration has decided to force the 
bill through as rapidly as possibie, 
face the music at once, and give 
the public two years in which to 
get accustomed to the higher cost 
of living before the next presiden- 
tial campaign arrives. 

Among the regular Republicans 
who voted yesterday to yield on 
the debenture and flexible provi- 
sions were many who secretly 
hoped that they would he retained, 
thus insuring the death of the bill 
through a deadlock or a veto. 
This number included Senators who 
are up for re-election this year. 

Democrats’ Exultation. 

On the other hand, there is no 
doubt that many Democrats who 
voted to stand by the two pro- 
posals, and who will vote against 
accepting any conference report 
that eliminates them, are secretly 
exulting over their defeat, and 
hoping that the bill will become 
a law without them. There is al- 
most universal agreement that en- 
actment of the bill is certain to 
have serious political results 
for the Republican party as soon 
as the increased rates begin to be 
reflected in living costs and in loss 
of export trade. :

50-year license to the Rocky Moun- 
tain Power Co. for of 
a dam and power plant at Flathead 
~ Under the decision of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, the Rocky 
Mountain Power Co., a subsidiary 
of the Montana PowWer Co., will 
$2;845,000 to the Flathead I 
in 20 years as rental on this site. 
At the end of that time the rental 
will be readjusted for 10-year pe- 
riods. 
For the first year, the power 
company will pay an annua! rental 
of $60,000, the charge scaling up- 
ward to $125,000 for the fifth year. 
Thereafter, the annual rentals for 
five-year periods will be $150,000, 


$160,000 and $175,000. 

The company also agreed to sup- 
ply as much as 15,000 horsepower 
for the Flathead irrigation "project 
and agreed to reimburse the Gev- 
ernment $101,000 for a tunnel 
which wil' be used to deflect Fiat- 
head River during construction of 
the dam. 

The application had been op- 
posed by Walter H. Wheeler, Min- 
neapolis engineer, who asked for a 
preliminary permit for all five 
Flathead sites and presented a de- 
velopment plan based on bringing 
large industries to the territory, 
which would have consumed the 
bulk of his power production. 

The commission said it thought 
the accepted plan would give the 
Indians a “sure rental rather than 
involve them in a speculative en- 
terprise, such ag the bringing in of 
possible new industries into an 
area distant from normal markets.” 

Action of the commission was 
announced by Secretary Wilbur, its 
chairman, who said the attitude of 
the Interior Department “through- 
out has been that of a trustee act- 
ing for a ward, so that the office of 
Indian Affairs endeavored to se- 
cure the best possible bargain for 
the Indians.“ 

“The present plan,” he added, 
“can de carried out promptly since 
the Rocky Mountain Power Co. is 
ready to begin operations at once. 
No decision as to the preliminary 
permits asked for by both the 
Rocky Mountain Co. and Walter H. 
Wheeler, on the four other flat- 
head sites has been anounced. 

“It is true that power can be 
produced cheaply enough at the 
flathead site so that this increased 
rental can be paid to the Indians 
and still the cost of the current 
will be lower than that given for 
the other Montana Power Co. 
plants.

SET BY WYKOFF 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 20.—If the 
United States wants to get a “nine- 


two“ century into the record books 
it apparently will have to nominate 
Frank Wykoff for the honor rather 
than George Simpson. 

Using starting blocks, Simpson, 
the Ohio State speedster, amazed 
the track when he ran the 100 
yards in 9 2-5 seconds at Chicago 
last June, a full fifth of a second 
better than the listed world’s 
record. N f 

When the Amateur Athletic 
Union met in annual session, Simp- 
son's astonishing performance was 
approved with the proviso, how- 


ever. that the use of starting blocks | 


must be sanctioned by the Inte-na- 
tion Amateur Athletic Federation, 
which passes on all world’s track 
and field records. 

The sanctian apparently will rot 
be forthcoming. Yesterday in Bor- 
lin the records committee of. the 
International Federation recm- 
mended, rejection of the American 
proposal that records made with 
the use of starting blocks be recog- 
nized universally. The commit- 
tee’s recommendation, considcred 
tantamount to rejection by the I. 
A. A. F., paves the way for rejec- 
tion not only of Simpson’s great 
mark but the record time of 22 4-5 
seconds for the 220-yard low hur- 
dles established last year by Dick 
Rockaway of Ohio State, also with 
the aid of starting blocks. 


Without Starting Blocks. 

With Simpson’s mark almost 
certain to be rejected, the United 
States can point with pride to 
Wykoff, Southern California 
sprinter, who duplicated Simpson's 
time without using starting blocks. 
Wrykoff’s record performance, of 
course, will not be presented for 
approval before the International 
Federation at this time. It was 
made only a few weeks age and 
first must come before the Anu- 
teur Athletic Union for approval. 
The A. A. U. then may present i« 
for international approval at the 


next meeting of the I. A.A. F. 
The international committee's 
refusal to approve the use of 


starting blocks may result in their 
discontinuance in this country, 
especially where topnotch per- 
formers are concerned. Most of 
them, directly or indirectly, are 
aiming at world’s records and they 
probably will not be inclined to 


performances through the use of 
the starting blocks. 

Although Simpson’s mark will 
almost certainly fail of approval, 
the listed world’s record of 9 6-10 
probably will be superseded by 
the 9 5-10 performance of Eddie 
Tolan, University of Michigan

SELL WATER 


TO TOWNS IN THE COUNTY 


Commissioner Day Says tie Must Provide | 
Pipes—Maplewood Substitutes Con- 
tract for Franchise. 


Water r Day tod 
the Post-Dispatch today that St. 
Louis is ready to sell whter from 
its municipal plants to St. Luis 
County communities provided the 
latter can make practicable ar- 
rangements for delivery without 
cest to St. Louis for pipes. 

He said this in commenting upon 
the statement of Mayor Humphreys 
of Maplewood that the latter c,ty 
nad considered the possibility of 
buying water from St. Louis before 
entering into a new contract, as 
it did recently, with the St. Louis 
County Water Co. for fire hydrant 
service. 


In entering into this new con- 
tract Maplewood specifically re- 
fused to renew the water com- 
| anys general franchise which «x- 
pires next July 30. The new con- 
tract is for 20 years and the city 
agrees to pay the company $50 a 
year rental on the 68 existing fire 
plugs and on others which the 
company is to install at its own ex- 
pense. The expiring contract was 
adopted by vote of the peopie, 
making it a franchise; the new one 
is the act only of the City Counzil 
and cannot have the effect of 
franchise because in Maplewood no 
franchise can be granted except by 
vote of the ple. 

Company ms Water Pipes. 
The new contract, which calls 
attention to the approaching ex- 
piration. of the franchise, was ap- 
proved by the City Council under 
pressure from the fire insuracce 
companies which had threatened 
to increase rates unless additional 
fire plugs were installed in ‘some 
of the newer sections of the city. 
Under the old contract the com- 
Pahy was not required to install 
plugs in the last five years of the 
term, and the city did not have the 
money to put them in. 


Commissioner Day said that at an 
informal conference he told a rep- 
resentative of Maplewood that St. 
Louis would sell water to that city 
if it would take delivery at the city 
limits, or provide pipes and right 
of way without cost to St. Louis. 
Maplewood does not own the pipes 
supplying water to its citizens, but 
they are the property of the St. 
Louis County Water Co. This 
meant that Maplev ood would have 
had to lay new pipes or purchase 
the company’s distribution system. 
City Rate the Cheaper. 

Day said Maplewood did not car- 
ry the negotiations further, al- 
though he had gone so far as to 
obtain an opinion from the City 
Counselor that St. Loujs had the 


right to sell water outside the city 
limits. 

The St. Louis municipal rate to 
household consumers is 20 cents a 
thousand gallons, Day said, com- 
pared with 50 cents in the county. 
He said he believed if St. Louis 
sold water outside the city limits 
the price should be somewhat high- 
er than is charged citizens. within 
the city limits,,but he said the 
city never had adopted a policy on 
that point. 

Maplewood adjoins St. Louis on 
the southwest and at one point wa- 
ter mains serving. the two cities 
are said to be not more than a foot 
apart, so that joining up the two 
systems would be an easy matter. 

“Although we have a contract 
for fire plug service,” Mayor Hum- 
phreys said, ‘‘we are not tied up 
with the county company so far 
as our private ronsumers are con- 
cerned. We are free to install 
water, pipes ourselves or’ permit 
others to install them.” 

City Attorney Walter Stahlhuth 
said the water company had been 
trying to get the contract renewed 
for more_than a year, but that he 
advised the council to postpone it. 
Finally, he said, the pressure of the 
fire insurance companies became 
so insistent the city was forced to 
act. He had hoped to delay the 
new contract pending the outcome 
of the movement for merger of St. 
Louis and the county to form the 
City of Greater St. Louis. 

Protests Against Proposed Sale, 

Meanwhile Maplewood, as a 
member of the League of County 
Municipalities, is one of the cities 
petitioning the State Public Service 
Commission not to approve’ the 
proposed purchase of the water 
company by the Commonwealth 
Utilities Corporation of Philadel- 
phia for $8,350,000, a price nearly 
$3,000,000 greater than the com- 
mission’s valuation of the water 
company. 

The protesting cities assert thé 
purchasers could not make A rea- 
sonable return on so excessive a 
purchase price except by exploit- 
ing the property at the expense of 
the consumers, which might mean 
rates would be increased or not 
reduced as they should be, or that 
the plant eventually would be sold 
to the Greater City at an inflated 
price with consequent burden on 
the taxpayers. 

The Public Service Commission 
held a hearfig about three weeks 
ago on the Commonwealth Corpor- 
ation’s application to purchase the 
company, and now has it under 
consideration.

Combination Likely to Be Split. 


It does not follow that from the 
association of two men on a 
“ticket” that both of them will be 
nominated. The contrary proved 
true four years ago when Vare got 
the nomination for the Senate but 
his running mate, Beidleman, was 
defeated—counted out, it hag been 
charged, by the Mellon organization 
in Pittsburg. A split today is quite 
possible. Bill Vare has come out 
for the Davis-Brown ticket. His 
organization, however, is vastly 
more interested in winning the 
Governorship than the Senatorship. 
and the word has been passed out 
to its workers to put Brown over 
at all costs. This may mean the 
scratching of Davis in the interest 
of Grundy. Another report is that 
the Vare organization will make no 
effort to head off its wet voters 
from going to Bohlen, provided only 
that they go down the line for 
Brown.

Many New Cruisers and De- 
stroyers—For Defense,

ROME, May 20.—Italy’s decision 
to lay down 42,900 tons of fighting 
ships within the next year, a de- 
cision announced a week after the 
closé of the London disarmament 
conference, will give this kingdom 
an effective navy of 405,400 tons, 

Four cruisers, two each of the 
eight-inch and six-inch classes, and 
one large submarine, recently were 
launched. They totaled 32,000 tons. 

The program. for the year in- 
cludes 22 submarines, four of them 
being of the 1390-ton class, When 
this program is completed, Italy 
will have 54 submarines, equivalent 
to 45,000 tons. This figure will put 
her only a little behind the greater 
Powers, America, England and Ja- 
pan, who agreed at London to keep 
their submarine armament to 52,- 
700 tons each. 

Italy declares she has need of 
these submarines because of her 
long coast line. The undersea craft 
would be able to protect her cities 
along the ooast—such as Naples. 
Genoa and Venice from attack by 
enemy warships. 

In 1922, when Mussolini came 
into power, Italy had a global ton- 
nage of 190,000 in fighting ships. 
In the first few years of his reginfe, 
the Duce was busy consolidating his 
power internally. Then he turned 
his attention to the navy. In the 
seven and a half years of his in- 
cumbency, 114,500 tons of war 
craft have been launched, bringing 
the present tonnage total of ships 
actually on the sea to 804,500. In 
the various shipyards of Italy, 57,- 
500 tons are under construction. 

Since the war Italy has concen- 
trated her attention on the Smaller 
units, such as cruisers, destroyers 
and submarines. She has not con- 
structed any battleships. 

This rapid growth has brought 
eries of “Italian imperialism’’ from 
abroad. But the Italians point out 
that all their construction is des- 
tined for defensive purposes—sub- 
marines, for instance. Their cruis- 
ers, they say, are for duty particu- 
larly in the Mediterranean. 

At any rate, Italy’s increase of 
naval power is an indication that 
the London disarmament conference 
had little effect on this country, ex- 
cept as regards some of the minor 
points such as the treatment of 
hospital and food ships,

Though Mr. Williams does not 
definitely bring out the point, he 
says much, espeelally toward the 
end of the work, to suggest it, that 
not only, does Man's conception of 
the heavens largely determine his 
view of his relation to the general 
scheme of things, but that man’s 
prevailing social mood seems curi- 
ously to be reflected in the astro- 
nomical theorizing of the time. as 
in all other scientific theorizing, for 
that matter. At any rate, the more 
thoughtful reader might find i 
worth while to keep in mind 
throughout the work the probabil- 
ity of this relationship, noting how 
man’s prevailing notions, growing 
out of the social milieu, seem to be 
supported by the characteristic as- 
tronomical concepts of the time. 

For instance, in a time when the 
prevailing social force is centripe- 
tal, is not-the theorizing of that 
time likely to tend toward a con- 
centric structure for the universe? 
In our day, when the social force 
is centrifugal, the theorizing is in 
the opposite direction. “The most 
penetrative vision of today shows 
us innumerable systems of celes- 
tial bodies moving this way and 
that,“ writes Mr. Williams. “But so 
far as the evidence goes, there is 
no determinate co-ordination be- 
tween the movements. The evi- 
dence may not be altogether con- 
clusive, but such as it is, it sug- 
gests, not a universe being co-or- 
dinated, but one being dissipated. 
In a word, the modern Cosmos 
has not passed beyond the stage of 
Chaos.”

NEW YORK, May \ 20.—The 
‘United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals today reserved decision on 
the appeals of Dr. Douglas. Clyde 
MacIntosh, Yale professor of the- 
olo and Miss Marie A. Bland, 
. war nurse, who have 
been denied citizenship in the 
United States. 

John W. Davis, arguing the ap- 
peal for Dr. MacIntosh, barred 
from citizenship because. he re- 
fused to take the oath unreserved- 
ly to bear arms for the United 
States, declared no one ever had 
taken the oath of allegiarice to the 
United States “without making 
some mental reservation . which 
would leave him some freedom of 
action when the time came to make 
a decision.” 

He argued that Dr. MacIntosh 
had said he was opposed only to 
the bearing of arms, if his con- 
science decided against it, and that 
he did not say he would not fight 
under any circumstances, 

This differened, he said, from the 
casa decided against Mrs. Rosika 
Schwimmer by the United States 
Supreme Court, “since j§ Mrs. 
Schwimmer based her refusals on 
pacifist and not religious grounds.” 

The Gavernment contended that 
Dr. MacIntosh, by reserving to 
himself the right to decide whether 
or not a war was morally right, 
was making himself paramount to 
the Constitution. 

Miss Bland was barred from cit- 
izenship because she said she had 
religious scruples against war. 


Emily Marx, Miss Bland’s attorney, 
said the war nurse was willing to 
make oath to “defend’’ her coun- 
try, if the definition was not in- 
terpreted to mean bearing arms. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Ford said the Government stood 
firmly on the Supreme Court's de- 
cision in the Schwimmer case in 
respect to Miss Bland’s appeal.

today. 

Speaking over telephone from 
Atlantic City, Miller said the orig- 
inal outlay for land and building 
would. be about $5,000,000. The 
main structure probably will be 13 


stories high, he said, with a tower 


for offices at the principal, or 
Twelfth and Spruce corner, running 


‘ito 16 stories. Possibly the tower 


will reach 18 floors. 

The Terminal has the funds for 
the work, Miller said. A syndicate 
of business men, which has been 
promoting the scheme for several 
years, holds title to the land now, 
Miller related, but the Terminal 
will take it over, leaving the syn- 
dicate to manage the enterprise. 
1,500,000 Feet of Floor Space. 
The block, now partly occupied 
by a variety of old butldings, 
fronts 330 feet on Poplar and 
Spruce and 358g feet on Twelfth 
and Thirteenth, with an area of 
118,140 square feet. Floor space 
in the new building likely will ex- 
ceed 1,500,000 square feet. The 
site is. at the northern end of the 
Twelfth street viaduct over the 
railroad yards and at the southern 
end of the widened portion of 
Twelfth, which by next year will 
be 150 feet wide all the way from 
Spruce to Washington avenue.

Art Dealer Had Doubted Kan- 
sas City Woman's Heir- 
loom Was a Leonardo. 


By Leased Wire From the ‘New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—The suit 
involving the painting, “Ia Belle 
Ferroniere,“ which Sir Joseph Du- 
veen said was a bad copy of a work 
by Leonardo da Vinci, and which, 
in February, 1929, provided a di- 
verting month in Supreme Court, 
was settled out of court April 1L 

„The settlement was for a very 
substantial amount, entirely satis- 
factory to the plaintifj,” according 
to one close to Mrs. Andree Hahn, 
who sued the art dealer for $500,- 


000, alleging his statement prevent- 
ed its sale to the Kansas City Art 
Museum. 
The case was dropped “without 
prejudice,” and Sir Joseph still 
holds the opinion that the Hahn 
painting is not the work of Leonar- 
do, though he admits it is “of great 
antiquity.” | 

The settlement was made after 8. 
Lawrence Miller, Mrs. Hahn's law- 
yer, had placed it on the calendar 
for May 15, and after Sir Joseph 
had retained Max Steuer in his de- 
fense. It was kept secret until yes- 
terday, when an interview telling 
of it was given by the plaintiff's 
husband, Harry Hahn, gasoline 
pump salesman, in Paris. This 
prompted the firm of Chadbourne, 
Stanchfield & Levy to issue a state- 
ment admitting that the parties 
realized that a jury of laymen could 
not satisfactorily judge the mat- 
ter of the picture’s authenticity 
and that both were desirous of 
avoiding the expense of continuing 
the fight. 

Following the settlement, Duveen 
sailed for Europe. 

The lawsuit centered around the 
question of whether the painting, 


“La Belle Ferroniere'“ in the 
Louvre at Paris, attributed to 
Leonardo, was the original or 


whether the Kansas City picture 
which was an heirloom in Mra 
Hahn’s Breton family, was the 
original. 

In June, 1920, Sir Joseph gave 
the art editor of the New York 
World an interview, when the Hahn 
painting was brought to this coun- 
try, stating that it certainly was a 
copy, and that the one in the 
Louvre was an original Leonardo. 
This statement proved embarras- 
sing to the art dealer when the
